Such is the remit of 
the extraordinary resources and elasticity of ihe 
public fortune in France. Withi i 10 yenri that

State waa aver expofid. In 13 H France wis 
drained by the consequences of de- 
feat, and every nition of the continent 
avenged on her the outngoi and extottinna 
Napoleon had luocefiveiy inflicted on them. 
In 1 B30 the finance t. which (he Government ol 
ihe Heitoration had most ably administered, 
were again overthrown. In 1018 the convulsion 
wu more indden and more terrible, for the 
storm brake in the noonday of apparent p-u- 
tperity, and every internet in the country bowed 
to ihe blast. Five more years have aimoat 
sufficed lo repair that evil, and firm indeed mutt 
be the credit of that country which has with- 
stood such convulsions at these. 

The effect of tbie statement bat been dc. 
servedly favourable, and it has probably hecn 
published in order to check the tendency to 
depression now perceptible in French securities. 
If ibis depression originated in any mistrust of 
the resources of the country, it would be 
entirely misplacvd, fur we have no doubt the 
French Treasury will find means lo meet any 
circumstances that may arise. But we hire 
long since remarked that an impulse hod been 
given in France to excessive private speculation 
by eitablithmenit professing to substitute r. lt ; 
lilies of credit for real wealth, and i hat, in all 
probability, many of these buhblct would at 
no distant period collapse and vanish. 
The persons tot created in these Question, 
able t» mac lions are, of course, the Crai to n . ; ir-r 
by the present political aspect of Europe, and the 
first to protest against measures which may 
hatlen by a few months their luin. Theie ad 
venturer! are tbe insect* or sunny days, and on 
Ihe first change of weather they peritb ; but, 
although the fate of their undertakings 
tni j throw a transient gloom over the com. 
mercial world, and came much private em-

By this ditpensatinu of Providence the price of 
provisions ha* been enhanced, and the privations of 
the poor hare been i nen-ssed i but their patience has 
been exemplary, and the care of the legfaleture, aa 
eviueod by the reduction of taxes electing the uecea- 
aaiies of life, has greatly tended to prtaerre a apiril of 
eontentmejil .
